T: having pleaſed Almighty God to call me now to ſuffer a violent Death, I 


adore the divine Majeſty, and cheerfully reſign my Soul and Body into his 
Hands,. whoſe Mercy is over all his Works. ; 

It is my great Comfort that he has enabled me to hope through the Merits, 
and by the Blood of Jeſws Chriſt, he will ſo purifie me here, that I periſh not Eter- 
nally. I die a Proteſtant of the Church of England, and do from my Heart forgive 
all my Enemies. | 

T thank God I cannot accuſe my ſelf of the Sin of Rebellion, however ſome 
People may, by a miſtaken Notion, think me guilty of it; fot all E did upon a late 
Occaſion, and my only Deſign ever was, to contribute my ſmall Endeavours, to- 
wards the re-eſtabliſhing my rightful Sovereign, and the Conſtitution of my 
Country in their Divine Rights, and Legal Settlement. And by pleading Guilty, 
I meant no more than an Acknowledgement of my having been in Arms, and (not 
being bred to the Law) had no Notion oßmy thereby giving my Aſſent to any 
other Thing contained in that Charge. | | 

I take God to Witneſs (before whom I am very ſoon to appear) that I never had 
any deſign to favour or to introduce Popery, and I have been all along fully ſatis- 
fied, that the King has given all the Moral Security for the Church of England, 
that is poſſible for him in his Circumſtances. 

I own I ſubmitted my felf very early to the Duke of Braxſwick, juſtly ex- 
petting that Humanity would have induced him to give me my Life; which, 
if he had done, I was reſolved for the future to have lived peaceably, and to 
have ſtill retained a grateful Senſe of fo great a Favour ; and, I am fatisfy*d, the 
King would gever have deſired me to have been active for him after : Bur the 
Caſe is other dle : T pray God ſorgive thoſe who thirſt after Blood: Had we 
been all put to the Sword immediately upon our Surrender, that might have 
| born the Conſtrn&ion of being dgg&in.the Heat and Fury of Paſſion, but now I 
am to die in cold Blood; I pray God it be not imputed to them. 
May Almighty. God reſtore Injur'd Right, and Peace and Truth, and may 
he in Mercy recewe my Soul. |
